—yells frenzied advice in your ear! 
turn around just 
you begin to 
fly upside down and yell back; 
"So’s your Aunt Kate!” 
But you mustn’t. You must grit 
your teeth, pay strict attention to 
the business in hand and continue 
to work out your own salvation. 
Backseat driving is tougher in 
the ether than on the macadam. 
Among those privy to this fact 
When the Pan-American flight was 
organized was Maj. H. A. Dargue, 
the flight’s commanding officer. 
He had five planes and they were 
to carry two men each. And in 
each plane he felt it incumbent 
upon himself to place two men who 
wouid fly in perfect harmony. This 
according to the war department, 
wa s one of the most difficult prob­ 
lems he had to solve. 
Work Without Disoord 
But he made his selections with 
bare and to date all reports indi­ 
cate that the teams' are working 
without a discordant note. 
Dargue, according to his brother 
officers, is something of a psycho­ 
logist. 
He knew that though all 
army air pilots wore given the 
same general course of training, 
each one flew and 
operated his 
plane In a different manner. 
In emergencies there are often

many

of 
thought as there are men in the 
plane. 
A pilot riding as a passenger is 
often subject to a greater nervous 
■train than the pilot presiding. He 
is spared some of this, of course, if 
he has complete confidence in the 
•‘man in the front seat” or if he is 
temperamentally capable of stand­ 
ing an occasional breach of what 
he considers correct flying. 
But if that Sbrt of thing wears 
on a man’s nerves day after day. 
■ay for months, as it might have 
done in the Pan-American flight, it 
Is likely to end In a royal row and 
perhaps even a fist-fight. Nursing 
accumulative resentment against a 
companion is never a pleasant thing 
and its culmination is often un­ 
pleasant indeed. 
Disaster in Blowups 
Major Dargue felt that a "blow­ 
up” along the line of flight might 
be disastrous. Army and navy fly­ 
ers on their various record « flights 
have In the past avoided such fric­ 
tion among them ^lves. Insofar as 
Is known. The only previous flight 
similar to the Pan-American flight 
was that which army fliers made 
■round the world. In that flight a l­ 
ternate pilots were carried as me­ 
chanics. 
In the present venture 
they rank a s alternate pilots. 
Bix years ago a navy balloon 
blew northward as far as Mattice, 
somewhere near Hudson Bay, with 
three naval offipers, Hinton, Far­ 
rell and Kloor.. After they had been 
rescued, one man’s frazzled nerves 
gave way under pressure and he 
attacked one of his comrades. 
The strain there was intense, but 
the Pan-American fliers may en­ 
counter equal strain before they 
return.

Som e of our em pty ships 
westbound were torpedoed, but in 
no case w as a transport carry ing 
troops attacked successfully by a 
submarine. 
“ During the w ar the alllea built 
and established radio com pass sta­ 
tions on the south coaust of Ire­ 
land. the coast of England and 
the w est coast of France. 
The 
German subm arines used their ra­ 
dio v ery freely , not knowing that 
these 
com passes 
ex isted. 
They 
talked to each other and talked to 
German 
stations 
and 
they 
ev en 
poked fun at the French stations, 
called 
up 
French 
radio 
stations 
and J oked them. 
E very tim e a 
subm arine used 
its radio. Its position w as cut in 
from th ese radio com pass stations 
on sh ore. 
T h is position w as p lot­ 
ted on 
a c h a rt in th e operating 
room of our h eadquaH ers in B rest. 
Each 
m essage 
gave th e subm a 
rine’s call letter, so th a t w e w ere 
able to plot successive positions 
of th e sam e subm arine. 
Prey ing on Trade Routes 
A fter study ing th eir m ovem ents 
for som e tim e, w e discovered th a t 
th ey operated in rectangle, extend­ 
ing approxim ately 
400 
m iles 
off 
sh ore, b ut leaving a gap of about 
10 m iles south of th em betw een 
th e bottom of th e rectangle and 
th e coast of Spain, and also a gap 
to th e eastw ard near th e coast of 
France. 
A pparently th ey h ad se ­ 
lected th e crossing of trades routes

In terest is b eginning to find a practical way out. 
A nursery, a food supply and a ho useho ld help 
service, ail run on a co-operative basis, are part 
o f the research w ork 
o f the Institute. 
A nother 
phase Is the collection of inform ation 
fro m wo men 
who hav/e successfully comb ined hom e-m aking with 
Outside Interests o r professional work. 
Flva hundred 
auch women have answ ered the 
In stitu te's questionnaires, eager to explain "how 1 
did it." 
For all o f them agree that 
It can be done—no t 
the mad rush for a career, but pleasant work which 
pro v ides some continuity hi the use of their talents 
Or professional training. 
No Clo ck-Punching 
A* majo rity point to teaching as the ideal o ccupa­ 
tio n fo r a m arried wo man—substitute teaching o r 
tuto ring .

Our new bread has been re 
ceived by all classes of the p eop le 
with great enthusiasm and never 
has a suggeation been made to 
return to the fine bread, nor even 
a p rop osal advanced to allow the 
mak ing of white bread in sp ecial 
cases, such aa In the hotels, where 
a large number of tourist« flock 
every year. Our new bread ia just 
as p op ular with the tourists as 
amongst our p eop le. 
My lunch at two being my p rin­ 
cip al meal, what I eat In the eve­ 
ning can hardly be called a meal.
